ARMISTICE 
CELEBRATION 
IN BRITAIN 


Solemn Religious Services Are 
Held in Churches of Every 
Denomination 


TWO MINUTES’ SILENCE 


Naval and Military Observe the 
Occasion in Response to King 
George's Appeal 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—Great Britain 
today celebrated the first anniversary 
of armistice day, with impressive cere- 
monies, The foremost and most strik- 
ing of these came in response to tho 
appeal of King George to commemor- 
ate the event by a universal suspension 
of activity throughout the country and 
the observance of silence for ‘€wo 
minutes at the moment corresponding 
with the signing of the armistice — 
the eleventh hour of the eleventh day 
of the eleventh month. 

The arrangements for carrying out 
the plans were made with great thor- 
oughness, extending even to ships at 
sea. 

The orders for silence and the stand- 
ing at attention for two minutes which 
were prescribed by the British navy 
were adopted also by all the United 
States warships in British waters. The 
military arrangements were similar to 
those of the navy. 

Services Held. 

In addition to a general suspension 
of industrial and commercial activities 
and the cessation of traffic by rail- 
roads and tramways, the celebration 
ine ided solemn religious ceremonies 
in churches of every denomination. 
Gonspicuous among the churches 
which celebrated were St. Paul's ca- 
thedral, Westminster Abbey and the 
Westminster Catholic cathedral. One 
large department store in London had 
n local clergyman conduct services in 
its building so that all the customers 
present might attend. Among other 
celebrations in London which served 
to accentuate the impressiveness of the 
anniversary was a procession organ- 
ized by “The Comrades of the Great 
War’ and of other patriotic associa- 
tions to a cenotaph in Whitehall whigh 
commemorated the “glorious dead.” 
This ceremony embraced solemn mu- 
sical rites and the laying of wreaths 
at the foot of the cenotaph. 

The newspapers loday devoted ont- 
umns to the anniversary, printing 
among other things, messages from 
numerous public persons appreciative 
of the occasion. 

Among these messages was one from 
the dowager Queen Alexandra to the 
Daily Mail saying: ‘We all pray God 
will hear our silent prayers in remem- 
brance of all our-brave departed, who 
laid down their precious lives on the 


battle fields.”

SASKATOON, Nov. 6.—At the con- 
cluding scesions of the convention of 
Grain Growers of districts Nos. 6 and 
16 officials of the organization point- 
ed out that the association would not 
father @ candidate in the coming by- 
election in Kindersley. 

Tt was emphasized that the big 
political movement foreshadowed as 
the result of the farmers’ organiza- 
tion would defeat {ts own interests by 
diverting its forces from the federal 
field. 

Stating that it would tbe a calamity 


to load the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ association with the sup- 


porting of a provincial candidate, J. 
B. Mueselman, secretary of the or- 
ganization, opposed the resolution of 
the farmers from Kindersley district 
to place a candidate in the fleld in the 
coming by-election under the G.G.A 
auspices. 

Mr. Mussetman’s attitude was that 
{f the farmers proposed to have a 
wide open convention and a real 
democratic nomination, that was their 
privilege and he would say "Go to 
it.” but if they committed themselves 
to the nomination of @ candidate as 
a Grain Growers’ organization they 
would inevitably split the farmers’ 
political movement in two and weak- 
en the farmers’ cause in the federal 
field. In the federal fleld they had 
a definite platform, in the provincial 
field they had no platform because 
they had no grievance and no reason 
to oppose the Mantin government. 
Mundo Cameron, M.J.A., addressed 
the meeting along the same lines, 

The decision of the farmers to con- 
test Kindersley constituency was em- 
bodied in ‘the following resolution, 
passed unanimously: 

“That the farmers of the Kind- 
ersiey constituency in attendance 
at this convention do recommend 
that the farmers in the Kinder- 
sley provincial constituency do 
contest the seat made vacant in 
the legislature.” 

R. M. Johnson supported the con- 


tention of J. B, Muaselman that the | 


Grain Growers’ association could not 
enter the l'vts and father a candi- 
date through a provincial contest. 
He was of the opinion that the elec- 
tors of Kindersley could have secured 
a candidate to stand in the coming 
by-election without bringing the 
name of the association in as spon- 
sor to his candidature. He pointed 
out that the big political movemen 
which is foreshadowed as tthe result 
of organization among the farmers 
would defeat ity own ends by divert- 
ing its forces from the federa! field.

Alberta and British Columbia 
Will Co-Operate in Holding Next 
Year’s Industrial Congress 


About $50,000 Has Already Been Guaranteed Toward Expenses— 


Mayor Brown of Medicine 
plished by the Congress—. 


Hat Details What Has Been Accom-

Next year’s Industrial Congress will 
be one of tremendous {mport, 
| Alberta will cozoperate with British 
‘Columbia in holding the congress. 
Sessions will be held in Alberta an¢ 
British Columb!a and tours of both 
provinces to exploit their resources 
| will be made. 

A fund of something like $50,000 
has already been guaranteed towards 
the expanses. 

On Tuesday afternoon Premier 
Stewart and the provincial cafinet 
promised $10,000, and its greatest sup- 
port. Canadian banks have promised 
$10,000, Atberta cities $5,000 British 
Columbia $20,000, and it, was hoped 
to secure $10,000 from the Dominion 
government. 

The Canadian Manufacturers assoct- 
ation would ho'd its annual meetings 
{n Vancouver after the sessions of the 
Industrial Congress, and would tour 
British Columbia and Alberta, 

These (facts were announced by 
Mayor Brown, of Medicine Hat, at the 
banquet on Tuesday night, when the 
city entertained the delegates at the 
convention of Union of Alberta muni- 
cipalities. ‘Yes,’ said Mayor Brown, 
“we are ~olng to have a great success, 
for we have the wherewithal to make 
it so." 
| In his speech Mayor Brown detailed 
what had been accomplished by the 
Alberta Industrial Congress, and In 
his preliminary remarks he said that 
the economic problem was the most 
serious one that they had to face, 
with the responsibility of a debt of 
some $590 over the head of every 
person in the province. He consider- 
ed dt good policy on the part of chose 
responsible for the evening to devote 
!t to a consideration of this subject. 
Mayor Brown then traced the growth 
of the Induvtrial Congress from the 
time when a committee was appoint- 
ed by the Union of Munfcipalities to 
take up the question of industrial de- 
velopment. The speaker spoke of the 
¢reation of the Industrial Development 
Association, which after approaching 
the government, had secured the crea- 
tion of the Provincial Bureau of In- 


dustrial Research. This bureau had 
been tesponsible for investigations 
into the sources of {tron ore in the 


province. Further salt driling had 
been carried on, and it was ‘hoped 
to find large salt deposits, and again 
& special commission had been investi- 
gating the coal situation in the pro- 
vince. The Research Bureau wae 
weil under jts way and ét was hoped 
to secure good results. 

Then to secure fundyg and sympathy 
for development it was considered 
well to hold an Industrial Congress, 
and the speaker then ‘alluded to the 
hotding of the congress in August, 
when, in spite of all drawbacks of crop 
fangJe, raikway striltes and other 
things, over.a billiom in capital was 
represented by those who attended.

Nothing in Legislature Passed by 
Parliament Relating to War- 
Time Prohibition 


IN PUBLIC MIND 


Provision of Bill Not Effective in 
Any Province Until Plebis- 
cite Is Taken 


OTTAWA, Nov. 11.—-lnquiries re- 
ecived at the capital indicate that 
there ig still some confusion in the 
vublic mind as to the effect of the 
prohibit:on legislation passed in the 
closing days of the session. This is 
doubtless due to 
proposal made by the government to 
introduce a bill extending wartime 
prohibtion orders-in-counc!! for a 
period of 12 months after the war was 
not proceeded with, on account of the 
oppos#ion expressed at a govern- 
ment caucus called especially to con- 
sider the matt»r. It will be recalled 
that at the regular session of parlia- 
;}ment last winter legislation on these 
lines was passed by the commons, but 
rejeected by the senate. There is 
nothing in the leg'slation passed by 
parliament on Monday relating to the 
wartime proh'bition orders-in-council. 
The amendment to the Canada Temp- 
erance act is in the nature of enabling 
legislation providing, as the minister 
of justice explained, for local option 
jin areas enlarged to provinces, The 
inlebiscite will be take by the dom- 
, infon government at the request of 
a provincial legisture, and if a bare 
,majority of the people vote dry, the 
dom'‘nion government will issue a 
proclamation forbidding importation 
of liquor tnto the province. The 
provisions of the bill in other words 
do not become effective in any pro- 
vince until the legislature of the 
|province makes the necessary move 
to pave a plebiscite taken. Until 
jthis is done, importation for legal 
| purposes will be permissable after the 
|proclamation of peace. The bill to 
amend the Doherty act also adopted 
on Monday provides that liquor must 
not be mantfactured for purposes 
contrary to the laws of a province 
which means that it cannot be manu- 
factured for sale in the province 
where such sale is forbidden, It may 
conit'nue to be manufactured for ex- 
port. howevee.

Presidential Addresa 


“One of the first questions that 
should be settled in the coming year,” 
s..d the chairman, R. J. Chrystal, in 
hs presidential address, “is that of 
clearing up arrears of taxes and dis- 
posing in some manner of our use- 
less subdivisions, both of which are 
causes of endless work and worry to 
our munic!palities. It {s time for us 
to write off our bad debts where 
necesgary, and get down to a finan- 
cial basis where we can reasonably 
figure income and expenditure, as in 
every other business, governing our 
actions by facts rather than theories, 
and present conditions rather than 
future speculative work.” 

The speaker then referred to the 
acts passed at the last meeting of the 
legislature, which dealt with thesé 
subjects, and said that in these he 
considered that they would find the 
remedy for many of their difficulties, 
and if they failed to make use of 
them, the fault would lie with the 
mun'‘c'pal representatives rather than 
with the provincial authorities, 

Greetings from the Alberta Associa 
tion of Municipal districts were ace 
corded to the convent'on from H. A. 
Donahoe, president of the Association, 
and W. J. Jackman, secretary-treas- 
urer, of Bremner. Mr. Jackman re- 
ferred to the matter of real estate 
speculation and sald that they had to 
take steps to prevent a repetition of 
what had occurred In previous years, 

The report of the legistative com- 
mittee, showing what had followed the 
passing of resolutions and action been 
decided upon at the previous convene 
tion, was submitted by J, D. Saunders, 
secretary to the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities, 

One of the most successful features 
wag the advocacy by the Union of in- 
creased grants for schools, it being 


lwtated that the grants had been largely 
lincreased, particularly the grants to 


high schools. Grants for the year had 
increased to the extent of $448,009 
oveh those previously allowed. 

R. H. Matthews, of the department 
of municipal affairs at Regina, gave 
the delegates a message from the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan. 

Dr. Whitelaw Gives Address, 


Dr. T. H. Whitelaw, medical heakh 
officer «t Edmonton, then gave an 
address upon municipat health prob- 
lems, with a particular adv ° 
In the first place Dr. 
Whitelaw spoke wf the great need 
of building up the physical stamina 
and welfare of the people, for benefit 
of future generations. In connection 
with this he advocated the establish- 
ment of physical examination for fit- 
neas before marriage and said that, 
the necessity of this was known to 
many, and to more than the ministers 
of the gospel. 

In dealing with home hygiene, Dr. 
Whitelaw urged the great benefits ac- 
cruing from fresh air, good food sup- 
plies and protection from disease. He 
alluded to the great part which pro- 
per food played in the welfare of 
the community, and eald that food, 
properly cooked and served, made for 
happiness, love and contentment in 
the community. Dr. Whitelaw placed 
stresa upon the fact that it was re- 
quisite, in order that they should do 
their best work, for the isolation hosa- 
pitals to have the confidence of the 
community. He aiso put up a strong 
case for the use of vaccination against 
small pox, anti-toxin as a preventive 
against diptheria and vaccine for ty- 
phoid. He advocated the establishment 
of rural centres for these vaccines, 
where they could be always secured 
on demand.

Mystery of the “Speedy.”’ 

The King's schooner “Speedy,” 
sailed from here on the 7th of Octo- 
ber, 1804, with the most notab.e c)m- 
pany on board that had ever voyaged 
out of the undeveloped harbor of 
York. It included Mr, Justice Coch- 
rane, chief justice of the province of 
Upper Canada; Mr. Robert J. D. 
|Gray, solicitor-general, Mr. Angus Mc- 
Donnell, advocate, and member of the 
house of assembly; Mr. John Fisk, 
high constable of York, and Mr. Geo. 
Cowan, Indian agent. There was also 
on board an Indian named Ogetoni- 
cut, held for the murder of John 
Sharpe, of the Queen's Rangers. The 
Indian was being taken to Presquisle 
for trial. The voyage was to effect 
the inauguration of Preapul'isle as the 
capital of the new district of New- 
castle, 

Had the trial proceeded Presqn’isle 
—now a summer cotiage resort, near 
the Bay of Quinte—would possibly 
have become the provincial capital 
but a-northeast gale arose, the bea- 
con fire biazed on Presqu'isie Point 
in vain, and the “Speedy” and all her 
company—twenty soule—disappeared 
lin the darkness, till the sea gives up 
its dead.

The stranger, even the landsman, 
dwelling on its placid shores, ‘cannot 
realize the jrresiaiible fury of Lake 
Ontarlo roused. 

It ‘s just a Httle lake, amallest of 
the five sisters—Ontarilo, Erie, Huron, 
Superior, Michigan. Two hundred 
jmiles long, from end to end. Fifty 
miles wide at iis widest. Girdled by 
towns and cities within an hour's run 
of each other, and all the way round, 
by train or trolley. It has been cross- 
ed by a tiny sailboat with bows ‘is- 
ing enly six inches above the water 
level. Only three months ago canoe- 
ists paddled across without mishap. 
And yet the “Homer Warren” is only 
one of hundreds of ships that have 
been engulfed in Ontario's raging uM 
waters, mysteriously since they closed 
on the “Ontario” and the “Speedy,” 
over a century ago. 


To Keep Toronto Warm, 

Sheltered city dwellers, for whom 
the “Homer Warren" was bringing 
winter coal, would be incredulous 
over the length of voyages cargo ves- 1 
sels have to make on Lake Ontario— 
the length, that is, in time, rather 
than distance. 

The schooner “8, H. Dunn" left To- 
ronto one November for hard coal, 
Oswego is only 150 miles from To- 
ronto, diagonally across the lake, in 


@ south-easterly direction, and the 
“Dunn” had to get her coal at Fair- 
haven, which is 15 miles from Os- 
wego. 


She left Toronto on the 7th of No- 
vember, Within three hours’ sail of 
Fairhaven she had to put into Char- 
lotte for shelter. She lay there for 
a week, with a mixture of rain, snow 
jand wind for weather. At last she 
reached Fairhaven, loaded her coal 
and started homewards, 

She got as far ag Charlotte again, 
and again had to put into the Gene- 
6ce River mouth, Thére we lay, jay 
after day, week afier week, praying 
jfor a favoring “slant.” Sometimes it 
| was blowing a gale, sometimes it was 
|just sulking, Usually the wind was 
dead ahead, but even when It would 
threaten to chop round ere Toronto 
light eould be picked up.
